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REPORT  OF  THE   PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  STATE   COLORED   NORMAL 
SCHOOL,  FOR   THE   SCHOOL   YEAR  1879-80- 

Hon.  J.  C.  Scarborough, 

Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  : 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  following  report  of 
the  State  Colored  Normal  School  for  the  session  beginning 
October  6th,  1879,  and  ending  June  24th,  1880. 

The  session  was  divided  into  three  terms,  of  twelve 
weeks  each,  and  entrance  examinations  were  held  at  the 
beginning  of  each  term:  The  Fall  term  began  October 
6th,  the  Winter  term  January  6th  and  the  Spring  term 
April  5th.  The  whole  number  of  students  enrolled  during 
the  session  was  one  hundred  and  six,  of  whom  fifty-seven 
were  males  and  forty-nine  females.  The  counties  repre- 
sented were  Anson,  Bladen,  Brunswick,  Chatham,  Cleve- 
land, Craven,  Cumberland,  Davie,  Edgecombe,  Gaston, 
Granville,  Harnett,  Johnston,  Montgomery,  Moore,  Orange, 
Person,  Pasquotank,  Richmond,  Rowan,  Sampson  and 
Wake. 

Nine  of  the  students  completed  the  course  of  study  pre- 
scribed for  the  Senior  Class,  fourteen  the  course  for  the  Mid- 
dle Class,  and  eighteen  that  for  the  Junior  Class.  Of  these, 
all  males  above  eighteen,  and  females  above  sixteen,  re- 
ceived certificates  recommending  them  as  teachers  for  the 
public  schools  of  the  State.  The  students  in  the  Prepara- 
tory Department  were  not  supplied  with  certificates,  since, 
according  to  our  standard,  they  are  not  considered  compe- 
tent even  for  third  grade  schools  until  they  have  completed 
the  course  of  study  prescribed  for  the  Junior  Class  ;  i.  e.  the 
first  year  in  the  Normal  Department.  Many  of  them,  how- 
ever, have  received  certificates  from  the  County  Examin- 
ers, and  have  been  teaching  during  the  vacation.  Of  the 
whole  number  in  the  Normal  and  Preparatory  Depart- 
ments thirty-five  have  been  engaged  in  teaching  during  the 
vacation  or  since  leaving  school. 
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The  general  deportment  of  the  students  during  the  ses- 
sion was  good.  There  was  no  occasion  for  suspending  or 
expelling  any  one.  The  fact  that  we  receive  only  those  who 
come  well  recommended  and  make  their  stay  depend  upon 
their  good  behavior,  is  of  great  assistance  to  the  teachers 
in  maintaining  discipline.  A  largo  proportion  of  our  stu- 
dents are  self  supporting.  They  teach  in  the  country  and 
work  on  tho  farm  or  in  the  workshop,  and  come  into  school 
for  one,  two  or  three  terms  a  year,  as  their  means  will  j^er- 
mit.  The  presence  of  so  many  grown  men,  who  arc  spend- 
ing their  time  and  scanty  savings  in  striving  to  get  an  edu- 
cation, imparls  a  tone  of  earnestness  to  the  school,  which 
distinguishes  it  from  either  a  public  school  or  a  college' 
There  is  more  work  done,  comparatively,  and  less  discipline 
required,  than  in  either  the  one  or  the  other.  The  same  is 
true,  I  suppose,  of  all  properly  conducted  Normal  Schools. 

The  Literary  Society,  which  is  a  valuable  adjunct  of  tho 
school,  was  kept  up  throughout  the  session.  Lectures  on^- 
various  subjects  were  delivered  by  the  Principal,  and  the 
students  had  tho  much-needed  practice  in  composition,- 
*-'3eclamation  and  debate'.'  A  number  of  interesting  educa- 
tional topics  were  discussed,  as  it  is  the  constant  effort  of 
the  teachers  to  keep  students  in  mind  of  tho  fact  that  they 
are  preparing  themselves  for  teachers. 

The  meetings  of  the  Temperance  Society,  to  which  most 
of  the  students  belong,  were  held  as  usual  throughout  the 
session.  Tho  pledge  which  they  sign  forbids  the  use  of  " 
tobacco,  and  as  our  rules  al-so  forbid  it,  there  is  very  little 
used  among  the  students,  and  none  at  all  on  the  school 
grounds. 

The  agitation  against  the  Normal  School,  which  was  re- 
ferred to  in  the  last  report  of  my  predecessor,  has,  so  far  as 
I  can  see,  entirely  subsided.  An  attempt  was  made  by  in- 
terested parties  to  stir  it  up  during  the  late  politcal  cam- 
paign, but  it  met  with  no  sympathy,  and  soon  died  a  natu- 
ral death.    The  colored  people  of  Fayetteville,  and  of  the 
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State  at  large,  are  fully  aware  of  the  advantages 
offered  by  this  school,  and  no  importance  should  be  uitac'neJ' 
to  the  complaints  of  chronic  grumblers.  The  better  class 
of  the  colored  people  have  had  nothing  to  say  against  tlie 
Normal  School,  but,  on  the  contrary,  have  been  so  anxious 
to  get  their  children  entered,  that  we  have  been  obliged  to 
raise  the  standard  of  admission  to  prevent  our  Preparatory 
Department  from  becoming  overcrowded. 

I  would  recommend  to  the  Board  of  Education  that  the 
course  of  study  for  the  Normal  School  be  raised,  so  as  to 
include  another  year,  which  can  be  devoted  to  instruction 
)An  Latin,  Algebra,  Rhetoric,  and  such  other  studies  as  may 
be  held  suitable.  Some  of  our  students  are  employed  in 
the  large  towns,  where  a  higher  grade  of  teachers  is  required 
than  in  country  schools.  If  we  could  get  students  who  are 
already  well  instructed  in  the  studies  required,  we  could  de- 
vote the  time  to  strictly  normal  instruction ;  but,  unfortu- 
nately, we  are  compelled  to  give  the  greater  portion  of  the 
time  to  systematic  drill  in  the  rudiments.  As  a  conse- 
quence, our  students  are  not  prepared  at  the  end  of  the 
present  course  to  compete  with  the  students  of  other  schools 
in  the  State  which  have  more  advanced  courses  of  study. 

If  this  change  is  made,  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  increase 
the  length  of  the  course,  as  our  Preparatory  Department  is 
now  sufficiently  advanced  to  furnish  students  who  will  bo 
fully  prepared  to  take  the  advanced  course  in  the  three 
years  which  now  constitute  the  Normal  course.  The  stu- 
dents who  are  now  in  the  liighcst  class  are  willing  and 
anxious  to  remain  in  school  another  year,  if  the  grade  is 
raised.  During  tiie  last  week  of  the  session  the  final  ex- 
aminations were  held.  They  were  open  to  the  public,  and 
many  visitors  were  present. 

The  closing  exhibition  took  place  on  Wednesday,  Juno 
23d,  1880.  The  programme  was  several  hours  in  length, 
and  included  orations,  essaj's,  declamations  and  singing. 
The  valedictory  address  was  delivered  by  W.  E.  Henderson, 
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01  Salisbury.  He  was  one  of  our  most  intelligent  students, 
and  is  now  in  charge  of  the  colored  public  school  at  Lin- 
colnton.  A  large  number  of  visitors  were  present,  who  ex- 
pressed themselves  highly  pleased  with  the  efforts  of  tho 
students. 

On  Thursduj^  the  last  day  of  .school,  the  students  returned 
the  books  which  they  had  used  during  the  session,  and  re- 
ceived their  certificates  of  attendance,  scholarship  and  de- 
portment. 

The  white  citizens  of  Fayctteville  have  given  the  school 
their  hearty  commendation,  and  the  teachers  are  indebted 
to  them  for  many  expressions  of  approval  and  encourage- 
ment. 

OBITUARY. 


It  is  my  sad  duty  to  report  the  death  of  the  late  Princi- 
pal, Mr.  Robert  Harris,  who  was  in  charge  of  the  school 
during  the  session  of  which  the  above  is  liie  report.  Mr. 
Harris  was  one  of  the  first  of  his  race  to  engage  in  the  work 
of  teaching  in  the  South.  Born  at  Fayctteville  in  1839,  of 
free  parents,  ho  lived  there  until  he  arrived  at  the  age  of 
eleven,  when  ho  emigrated  with  his  parents  to  Ohio.  They 
settled  in  Chillicothe,  but  afterwards  moved  to  Cleveland. 
Here  he  enjoyed  excellent  educational  facilities,  and  at  the 
close  of  the  war  came  South,  to  Virginia,  and  began  teacli- 
ing  under  the  auspices  of  the  Freedrnan's  Bureau.  After 
laboring  there  for  more  than  a  year  he  came  to  Fayctteville, 
where  he  lived,  in  the  exercise  of  his  profession,  until  the 
close  of  his  life.  For  ten  years  ho  was  at  the  head  of  the 
Howard  Grammar  School,  until  he  was  appointed,  in  1877, 
Principal  of  the  State  Colored  Normal  School.  He  died 
October  24th,  1880,  of  liver  complaint,  from  which  he  had 
for  some  lime  been  suffering. 

The  remains  were  followed  to  the  grave  by  the  Normal 
School  marching  in  procession.  The  funeral  was  attended 
by  the  Local  Board  of  Managers,  with  many  others  of  the 
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best  white  citizens,  and  almost  the  entire  colored  popula- 
tion of  Fayetteville.  The  discourse  was  delivered  by  Rev. 
J.  W.  Davis,  of  the  A.  M.  E.  Zion  Church,  who  paid  a  glow- 
ing tribute  to  the  virtues  of  the  deceased. 

On  the  same  day,  the  students  of  the  Normal  School  met 
and  passed  a  series  of  resolutions  expressing  their  sorrow  for 
the  death  of  their  beloved  Principal,  and  their  sympathy 
with  his  bereaved  relatives;  and  including  a  resolution  that 
the  students  wear  a  badge  of  mourning  for  thirty  days. 
The  school-house,  at  the  recoramemlation  of  the  Local 
Board  of  Managers,  was  also  draped  in  black  for  the  same 
period. 

Mr.  Harris  left  no  children,  and  through  his  prudence 
and  foresight,  his  wife  was  left  well  provided  for.  It  has 
been  beautifully  said  of  Washington  :  "  Providence  left  him 
childless,  that  his  country  might  call  him  Fatlier ;"  so  may 
it  bo  said  of  the  subject  of  these  remarks,  that  Providence 
left  him  childless,  that  he  might  bestow  the  affections  and 
patience  of  a  father  upon  the  work  to  which  his  life  was  de- 
voted. He  has  left  a  name  which*  will  long  bo  revered  by 
his  friends,  and  remembered  by  those  who  look  with  pride 
to  the  happiness  of  the  Old  North  State.

FAYETTEVILLE 
STATE    COLORED    NORMAL   SCHOOL. 


This  institution  was  established  by  the  State  of  North  Cax-- 
olina,  in  1877,  for  the  training  of  teachers  for  the  colored 
schools  of  the  State.  It  receives  an  annual  appropriation 
of  two  thousand  dollars  from  the  State,  and  has  received,  for 
the  present  year,  two  hundred  and  five  dollars  from  the  Pea- 
body  Fund. 

Since  the  establishment  of  the  school  two  hundred  and 
eighty  different  pi^pils  have  been  admitted.  Of  these  thirty- 
nine  have  received  certificates  upon  the  completion  of  the 
entire  course  of  study  prescribed. 

LOCATION. 

The  school  is  located  at  Fayetteville,  on  Cape  Fear  Eiver. 
Fayetteville  is  a  very  healthy  and  pleasant  town,  and  is  easily 
accessible  by  steamer  from  Wilmington,  and  by  the  Cape 
Fear  and  Yadkin  Valley  Eailway  from  Sanford,  where  con- 
nection is  made  with  the  Raleigh  and  Augusta  Rail  Road. 

The  school  is  taught  in  a  large  and  commodious  building, 
well  adapted  to  the  purpose,  and  furnished  free  of  rent  by 
the  colored  people  of  Fayetteville. 

MANAGEMEKT. 

The  management  of  the  school  is  vested  in  the  Principal 
and  the  Local  Board  of  Managers,  who  are  appointed  by  the 
State  Board  of  Education. 

CONDITIONS  OF  MEMBERSHIP. 

Every  applicant  for  admission  must  present  suflBcient  evi- 
dence of  good  moral  character,  and  pass  a  satisfactory  exam- 
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ination  in  Reading,  Spelling,  Writing  and  the  Fundamental 
Rules  of  Arithmetic  (as  far  as  Long  Division)  to  enter  the 
lowest  class.  For  the  higher  grades  proportionately  higher 
scholarship  will  be  required. 
Each  student  must,  upon  becoming  a  member  of  the  school, 
'  give  a  pledge,  in  writing,  to  observe  the  Rules  and  Regula- 
tions of  the  school;  to  take  good  care  of  the  books  furnished 
for  his  use,  and  to  return  the  same,  in  good  order,  before 
leaving  school;  and,  also,  to  teach  in  the  public  schools  of  the 
State  for  three  years,  as  far  as  practicable. 

EXPENSES,  AID,  ETC. 

Tuition  is  free  to  all  residents  of  the  State.  The  books  re- 
quired are  furnished  from  the  school  library  without  charge. 

Board,  including  lodging,  fuel,  lights  and  washing,  can  be 
procured  in  private  families  at  seven  or  eight  dollars  per 
month. 

The  donation  from  the  Peabody  fund  has  hitherto  enabled 
the  managers  to  supply  the  students  with  books  free  of 
charge,  and  also  to  pay  the  traveling  expenses  of  students 
from  all  parts  of  the  State,  so  that  the  cost  of  travel  might 
not  deter  any  one  from  attending  the  school.  Owing  to  a 
reduction  of  more  than  one-half  of  the  Peabody  appropriation 
hitherto  received,  the  managers  are  reluctantly  compelled  to 
discontinue  this  aid.  No  aid  imll  hereafter  be  given/or  the  pay- 
ment of  traveling  expenses. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  Normal  Schools  will  ren- 
der some  one  of  them  easy  of  access  to  any  teacher,  so  that 
the  withdrawal  of  aid  for  traveling  expenses  will  not  be  felt 
so  seriously  as  if  there  were  but  one  Normal  School  in  the 
State. 

LENGTH  OF  SESSION,  TERMS,  ETC. 

The  annual  session  of  the  School  is  nine  mouths.  It  is 
divided  into  three  terms  of  twelve  weeks  each. 

The  Fall  term  begins  the  first  Monday  in  October;  the 
Winter  term  the  first  Monday  in  January,  and  the  Spring 
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term  the  first  Monday  in  April.  There  is  a  vacation  of  one 
week  at  the  end  of  the  Fall  and  Winter  terms  and  a  Summer 
vacation  of  three  months. 

Students  will  be  received  at  any  time,  but  are  especially 
requested  to  enter,  if  possible,  at  the  beginning  of  either  the 
Fall,  "Winter,  or  Spring  Term.  The  examinations  held  at 
those  times  will  enable  the  teachers  to  properly  classify  the 
candidates  for  admission. 


DISCIPLINE. 


Students  are  required  to  conduct  themselves  as  ladies  and 
gentlemen.  They  are  treated  with  confidence  from  the  first, 
and  the  effort  is  made  to  govern  rather  by  the  law  of  mutual 
respect  than  by  severer  methods  of  discipline. 

Students  must  attend  school  regularly  unless  prevented  by 
imperative  necessity.  A  daily  record  of  attendance  and 
deportment  is  kept,  and  any  student  who  falls  below  a  certain 
j)ercentage  is  dropped  from  the  roll. 

The  use  of  intoxicating  liquors,  tobacco,  profane  or  ungen- 
tlemanly  language  is  positively  forbidden. 

Parents  or  guardians  who  desire  it  will  be  furnished  with 
a  monthly  written  report  of  the  deportment  and  scholarship 
of  students.  All  parents  who  have  the  interest  of  their  chil- 
dren at  heart  are  requested  to  co-operate  with  the  teachers 
in  the  difiBcult  work  which  they  have  to  perform. 

Students  are  liable  to  be  suspended  or  exp}lled  at  any 
time  for  violation  of  the  rules,  or  for  unsatisfactory  conduct 
in  any  respect. 

COUGSES  OF  STUDY.  ' 

The  course  of  study  in  the  Preparatory  Department  embra- 
ces Reading,  Writing,  Arithmetic,  Spelling,  Drawing,  Pri- 
mary Geography,  Language  Lessons,  and  the  Rudiments  of 
Vocal  Music. 

The  studies  in  the  Normal  Department  comprise  all  the 
branches  required  to  be  taught  in  the  public  schools,  with 
such  additional  studies  as  will  better  jDrepare  the  teacher  for 
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his  work.  The  course  of  study  for  the  Normal  Department 
is  as  follows: 

Junior  Glaus. — Meatal  anil  Written  Arithmetic,  Geography, 
United  States'  History,  Elocution,  Grammar  and  Composi- 
tion, Vocal  Music,  Spelling. 

Middle  C/a.s.s.— Arithmetic,  Algebra,  Grammar  and  Compo- 
sition, Physiology,  Natural  Philosophy,  History,  Vocal  Music, 
Book-Keeping. 

Senior  Class. — Algebra,  Astronomy,  Botany,  Composition 
and  Rhetoric,  Latin,  History,  Theory  and  Practice  of  Teach- 
ing. 

Writing  and  Drawing  Exercises  in  all  the  classes  through- 
out the  course . 

Private  instructions  will  be  given  to  those  who  desire  it  in 
Instrumental  Music  at  reasonable  rates. 

Lectures  on  History,  Biography ,  Pedagogics,  and  topics  of 
the  day,  will  bo  delivered  by  the  Principal  and  others  during 
the  session. 

EXAMINATION. 

Oral  and  Written  Examinations  of  all  the  students  will 
be  held  during  the  first  week  of  each  term,  and  Public  Exam- 
ination and  Exhibition  annually,  at  the  close  of  the  session. 

CERTIFICATES. 


Students  -vho  complete  the  course  of  study  prescribed  for 
the  Junior  year,  and  whoso  deportment,  while  members  of 
tbo  school,  has  been  satisfactory,  will  receive  certificates  of 
rejommondation  as  teachers  for  Public  Schools.  Those  who 
complete  the  studios  of  the  Middle  and  Senior  years  will  be 
entitled  to  receive  certificates  of  higher  grade. 

In  all  cases  males  must  be  at  least  eighteen  and  females 
sixteen  year .  of  age  before  receiving  teacher's  certificate  of 
any  grade. 
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»  LIBRARY,  APARATUS,  ETC. 

The  School  has  a  small  but  well-selected  Library,  and  is 
suppHed  with  the  necessary  Maps  and  Globes,  Musical,  His- 
torical and  Writing  Charts;  and,  in  addition  to  these,  a  com- 
plete set  of  apparatus  for  the  illustration  of  Physics  or  Nat- 
ural Philosophy. 

SOCIETIES. 

The  Normal  Literary  Society  and  the  Normal  Band  of 
Hope  (Temp.)  are  Societies  formed  among  the  students,  and 
subject  to  their  own  control,  under  the  supervision  of  the 
teachers.  They  are  an  excellent  means  for  drill  in  parlia- 
mentary usage  and  business  habits. 

NON-SECTARIAN. 

This  School  is  not  conducted  in  the  interest  of  any  religious 
denomination  or  any  political  party.  The  teachers  belong  to 
different  churches,  and  students,  while  expected  to  attend 
some  church,  are  allowed  to  make  their  own  choice.  All  the 
leading  denominations  are  represented  by  churches  in  the 
town.
